Last yea r 49,000 persons were 
killed on the nation’s streets and 
highways, 2,256 of them in Illi­ 
nois, according to Secretary of 
State Paul Powell.

worse with the total of Illinois 
traffic deaths already at 892. an 
increase of 144 for the same time 
last year.

About 8 5 per 
cent of all fam ilies earn less than Ilft.OM a y ear; 
14 per cent earn SlO.tMMi to $7 .500; 28 per cent earn 
less than $3.000. Only 22 per cent earn more than 
$10,000 a y ear. 
This column has pointed out prev iously that 
thp av erage w age earner must work two hours 
and 19 m inutes ev ery working day of the y ear 
J ust to pay his tax es. 
If tax es go up the inflation will go up. ami so 
will the cost of liv ing. The nex t time anv body dis­ 
putes this, ask a few simple questions: 
If the gov ernm ent spenders add a thousand 
dollars to y our tax es what happens to the money ? 
They just take it from y ou and spend it them ­ 
selv es, The money supply and the pressure on 
purchases hav e not been reduced. 'The only tim e 
tax es are anti-inflationary is when they 're used 
to reduce the gov ernm ent debt or in other w av s 
list'd to lessen the m oney supply . Nobody is pro­ 
posing that. All the talk is about more and more 
spending. 
Under today ’s conditions, increasing tax es in­ 
creases today ’s inflation. When tax es go up. take- 
home pav goes down. Workers need higher w ages 
to liv e on what they earn, after tax es. This pres­ 
sures w ages higher as tax es go higher. 
Both w ages and tax es are factors in the costs 
of production. Prices go up as tax es and w ages 
go up. Up goes the cost of liv ing.
